LEIGH’S WAY OF EDUCATING JUMPERS. 



Had Remarkable Success in France and Will Use 
Same Methods Here, 



lioxiiigton, K.V., February 16. — II. Eugene Leigh, 
the Avorld’s champion trainer of steeplechasers, has 
ileeided to remain in America, at least until racing 
in France is ndiahilitated, AAiiieh he figures Avill 
1 h* iu about five years, and AV’ill shortl.v open a 
juiblie stable at one of the Ncaa' Y'ork tracks. In 
the last eleven .vears before t!ie war. Ix'igh trained 
the winners of approximately 1,100 races in France. 
Of these approximately 7(H) were won on the stee- 
plechase courses. In one year he Avon 216 races 
Avith jiimpei-s and in tho .vear just preceiling that 
ho httd 165 victories Avith the timber-topiiers to 
his <*n*dit. And. think of it, Ltdgh never trained 
a jiiniiK'r in America nor during the two years 
he was in England iM'fore going to Franee. Y’et, 
it remained for him Airtnall.v to n>volntionize tlie 
methods in tliat eountr.v for training juniiiers, just 
as hi’ Avas tiie ius)drution for the inoAcment that 
resnlteil in an abatement of al>uses groAving out of 
the use of Avhip and spur and AAon for him recogni- 
tion from the French Society for the Prevention of 
Cruelty to Animals in the form of a gold medal. 

French Army Methods Used. 

“I got the basis for the methods I use in train- 
ing juiniH’rs from tho French army,’’ said Mr. 
Li’igh in the course of a i-oiiversation Avith the 
Avriter one da.v this Aveek. “I noted that the honies 
tiiey taught were sure about Avhat the.v v.’ere doing 
— that the.v nin and jumped intelligently. I Avorked 
out a eonrse for the sehooling of thoroughbreds and 
set aliout the Avork of getting a few ready for 
steepleeliasing and I had such encouraging success 
that I Avent on and on. improving iny methods, 
until I reached a state of perfection that brought 
results amounting to $2(M),()00 in ouo year froai 
races over tlie fences and hedges. 

“I do not attempt to teach a horse evpr.vthing 
about tho game in a da.v. He isn’t apt enoiigli to 
retain it all Avhen giA'cii to him in large doses. 
Ho gets his lessons from me in homeopatliie doses, 
so to siieak. 1 teach him A today, B tomorrow, 
(• the next da.v, and so on until he is thi’ough the 
alphalx’t, and in a mouth he is a sun* juniiier- 
that is, he Avill jump so tliat he will not fall 
unless iio is croAA'ded into a Aving or otherwioi’ 
interfered with, and will make gains over his 
fences to such an extent that he Avill finish in 
front of a nimli swifter horse trained under 
different methods. 

“Gene” Leigh’s Way with Jumpers. 

“I teach my jnmiK'rs to do their oaa’u jumping 
— to depentl iqHm themselves and not upon their 
riders. I liave had maii^' horses in Franee tliat a 
rider, no matter Iioaa' skilful, could not eomiM’l to 
rise liefore the proi>er time. Much of my siiecess 
in the racing of jumpers Avas due to tliis fait, 
for AvIien a horsi* is so trained that he Avill jump 
onl.v Avlieii his judgment, ki’.owledge, instinct, or 
AvhatoA'er you ma.v choose to call it, diix’cts him 
to jump, he is certain to get oA'er easily, steadily, 
gracefully and to laud surely :iiid running. I liave 
had horses that AAoiild gain fiA’e lengths at each 
jump and going a nine -jump course, sa.v, forty - 
fiA'e lengths gain is something for a swifter horse 
to overcome on the straight, and, let me tell you, 
few of them ever do it. 

“When I found tAvo-.vear-olds in m.v stable that 
eonld not Avin on the flat, I set them to jumping 
liefore I aa'ouIiI eondeinn them to the soiling races. 
If they AA’ere apt. I held them for the steeplechase 
and, not infrequently, enhaneed their value ten- 
fold tlKToh.v. Wliat I Avas able to do in Franee, 
I have every eonfideuee I Avill l>e able to do iu 
ni.v iiatiA'e America. I am told that New Y’ork 
offers a great field for a good steeplecliase trainer 
and I liave derided to give NeAV Y'ork steepleehasi? 
deA'otiH’S a ehance to have tiieir horses trained to 
jnnip clear and clean anil Avin. I have had a fine 
visit to a imniber of the farins of ni.v old friends 
in till’ Bl'.ie Crass and I am off this AA’cek to New 
Y’ork to get busy.
